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ARLY in the summer of 1942, 
the U. S. Maritime Commis- 
sion and the Navy Department be- 
gan to realize that the shipyards 
under Government contract were 
having a lot of accidents, many of 
them quite serious. Employment in 
shipyards increased about 182% in 
1942, but the number of reportable 
accidents increased 231%. Although

The Survey 


The health survey of shipyards 
was conducted by Dr. Philip H. 
Drinker, Professor of Industrial 
Hygiene, School of Public Health, 
Harvard University, with the as- 
sistance of six Navy officers. The 
accident prevention aspects were 
handled by the Chief Safety Con- 
sultant for the Maritime Commis- 
sion. The initial survey of typical 
yards in each region of the country 
revealed that the accident problem 
was far worse than had originally 
been thought. In some yards there 
were actually as many accidents

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Requirements Approved 


The “Minimum Requirements for 
Safety and Industrial Health in 
Contract Shipyards” were approved 
by the U. S. Navy Department on 
January 20, 1943 and by the U. S. 
Maritime Commission on February 
9, 1943. It was established that the 
Minimum Requirements would be 
administered by the Chief Health 
Consultant and the Chief Safety 
Consultant and their assistants in 
each major shipbuilding region in 
the country. These men are not 
enforcing agents, but rather advis- 
ers and assistants to the shipyard 
safety departments in their regions. 
Their advice and recommendations 
are nearly always followed by the 
yards without need for any re- 
course to Maritime or Navy author- 
ity for enforcement. The results 
achieved in reducing accidents by 
this method of operation were al- 
most entirely due to the excellent 
work of shipyard safety and med- 
ical directors in applying the Mini- 
mum Requirements and to the 
cooperation extended by manage- 
ment and labor. 

In July 1944, the War Shipping 
Administration’s ship repair yards 
were added to the Navy-Maritime 
safety and health program. 


Monthly Reports 

Monthly _industrial-injury _fre- 
quency rates from all yards are sent 
to the safety engineers in each 
shipyard to show them where they 
stand in relation to the other yards. 

While it is impossible to measure 
accurately the results of safety 
work, the frequency rates devel- 
oped in 1944 show a marked de- 
crease from those of 1942. The 
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safety and health program in its 
two years of operation has helped 
to save 611,000 man-days which 
would have been lost by accidents 
if the frequency rates had remained 
the same as in 1942. This actual 
time saved was sufficient to build 
nearly 10 Liberty ships. A yard 
with a bad accident record has a 
bad production record. Undersecre- 
tary of Navy Ralph A. Bard re- 
ports:

OVE of the perennial problems 
in many industries—injuries to 
workers due to incorrect lifting 
habits—has received a novel and 
impressive treatment by Bethlehem 
Steel Company.

eral times the weight of the ma- 
terial being lifted. The portrayal of 
this strain is accomplished by use 
of the ingeniously designed me- 
chanical dummy and gauges which 
accurately measure in pounds the 
strain on both back and leg 
muscles.

The hum of a thriving business 
came to an abrupt halt after G. W. 
Barron, who walked into the 
Safety Shoe Store of the J. A. 
Jones Construction Company, Inc., 
Panama City, Florida, took a seat, 
pulled up his trouser legs and 
asked to have a pair of shoes fitted 
to his artificial limbs. 

Things like this do not happen 
every day or so in a shipyard and 
clerks and management, not to 
mention customers, may be par- 
doned if they took time out to look 
and listen. 

And there is a lesson to be 
learned. It is fairly simple: 

Artificial feet, such as Mr. Bar- 
ron has to wear, cost $300 a pair.

Disobedience Prevents Recovery 


ARRICO suffered an injury to 
his left eye while engaged in 
a type of work in which, for his own 
protection, he was required by a com- 
pany rule to wear goggles. At the time 
of his injury, he was holding a cutter 
which another employee was striking. 
When the cutter was struck, a piece 
came off the side of the plate and 
struck claimant in the left eye.

Admittedly claimant was not wear- 
ing his goggles, but he had them in 
one of his pockets at the time. His 
excuse for not wearing the goggles 
was that the work he was doing re- 
quired good sight, and that when 
wearing the goggles, they warmed up 
or “steamed up” and impaired his 
vision. He admitted he knew the 
company rule, and further that he had 
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been warned by his foreman before 
and since the accident not to do that 
character of work without wearing 
goggles. 

From inquiries of the Claimant, 
one could arrive at no other conclu- 
sion than that his violation of the 
rule was deliberate and intentional. 
The claim was denied by reason of 
the applicant’s deliberate and inten- 
tional violation of a rule legally 
promulgated for his protection. This 
constituted willful disobedience 
thereof and bars an employee’s 
rights to compensation for injuries 
resulting therefrom; not withstand- 
ing the fact that there may have 
been a possibility that the injury 
might have occurred even though he 
had been wearing goggles. Claim 
disallowed.

Continuous Employment no Factor 


LAIMANT was a “=e field 
representative for an advertis- 
ing concern in various cities. She had

not possess the necessary qualifications. 

Upon departing, claimant fell ill and 
suggested stopping at a lunch room for 
coffee. Unaware that the counter stools 
were on a ledge yo than the floor, 
she misstepped and sustained serious 
injuries in a fall. 

The fact that claimant’s employ- 
ment was continuous for 24 hours of 
the day was not controlling, for the 
accident could not have been caused 
as a risk or hazard incident to her 
employment, or an injury that could 
be seen to have arisen as a natural 
incident to her work.

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claimant began a search in the rear 
room. While so engaged, she heard a 
noise behind her and, turning, found 
the customer menacing her with a 
knife. 

Some time hereafter, a letter carrier 
came into the store to deliver mail, 
but in the interval the customer had 
perpetrated a rape on the claimant. 
Alarmed at the arrival of the letter 





carrier, the assailant fled from the 
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store, followed by the mailman who 
brought about his capture. 

There was no question that this ac- 
cident was an unlooked-for mishap, an 
untoward event which was not ex- 
pected or designed. The sole question 
therefore was whether the accident 
arose out of and in the course of em- 
ployment. The statutory requirement 
—that the accident arise out of the 
employment—connotes the idea that 
the accident is in some sense due to 
the employment from a risk reasonable 
incident thereto.

He then went 
to the boiler room, located in the 
powerhouse, to procure some work 
clothes which had been sent to a 
laundry from his place of employment 
—a custom of some nine years. In go- 
ing to the boiler room, he proceeded to 
cross an overhead passageway to the 
second floor of the powerhouse, and 
then down a ladder to the boiler room 
to pick up his clothes. 

On his return to the timekeeper’s 
office, he could have used the ladder 
which was the most direct route, or he 
could have gone out of the powerhouse 
to the street, and thence around to 
the company’s shop to another street 
leading to the door of the timekeeper’s 
office. Claimant chose the former, and 





when part way up the ladder, he fell 
off, sustaining a fractured pelvic bone 
and hip. 

Did the injury arise in the course 
of employment within the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act?

Particular Risk Compensable 


THE employer was operating a 
stevedoring business at the Tide 
Water Terminal situated at Port 
Newark, New Jersey. The entire termi- 
nal at the time of the accident was 
under the jurisdiction of the U. S. 
Army; it was completely fenced in, 
bounded on the north by Port Street, 
and on the south by Newark Bay. 
There were a number of other com- 
panies within the terminal. 
The only means of ingress and 


egress to the point where the claimant 
was performing his duties was a gate 
approximately a half mile away at 
the north end of the terminal im- 
mediately adjoining Port Street. This 
gate was continuously guarded, and 
admission could only be gained by an 
army pass. Within the gate and lead- 
ing from it, there was a road approxi- 
mately 20 feet wide leading to the 
point of the employee’s work—the onl) 
road by which he could reach his 
work, 

This road was used in common with 
employees of the other companies 
within the terminal; it was not open 
to the public and admission could be 
gained only by pass. The road was 
intersected by the lines of several rail- 
road companies, 

On the date of the accident, the 
claimant had started work about 8 
aM. About 6 p.M., he was informed 
that he would have to work overtime.

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terminal where claimant could get his 
supper, and he was told by his im- 
mediate superior to take an hour and 
go out to eat.

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guide, surveys of body movements 
and working conditions were and 
are being made. Special instruction 
sheets for job classifications were 
printed. Instruction of employees, 
especially the new people, was 
started. Results of the use of simple 
but effective counter or relaxation 
movements, were shown in the 
ability of weak workers to better 
“stick it out” at their ten hour work 
shifts, six days a week. 

This effort to apply conditioning 
right on the job, made it necessary 
to coordinate Biomechanics with 
existing safety and methods prac- 
tices to benefit the area or part of 
the body in use at the machine.

Part One

First in a series of articles point- 
ing out the types of fire extin- 
guishers to use for each kind 
of fire.

ws first line of fire defense is 
formed by people on the scene 
who attack incipient fires with 
portable extinguishers. Records 
show that, where this first line is 
well organized, from 50% to 90% 
of all fires occurring on the prem- 
ises are disposed of with minor 
losses. 

Each type of fire extinguisher is 
valuable, but they are not all 
equally effective on fires in various 
kinds of combustible material. The 
kind of property to be protected 
must be taken into consideration 
when deciding what type of fire ex- 
tinguishers to provide.

tories, Inc. The type, size, number 
and distribution of hand extin- 
guishers needed for adequate pro- 
tection in any specific occupancy 
may be determined by consulting 
the Standards on First Aid Fire 
Appliances which have been set up 
by the National Fire Protection As- 
sociation and the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters. 

Most of the extinguishers that 
are made in “hand” sizes are also 
available in large wheeled units so 
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that they can be moved easily from 
one position to another. The 
wheeled units are heavier, more 
powerful, and equipped with 
longer hose lines than the smaller 
devices. Procedure for inspection, 
maintenance and recharge of the 
wheeled models is about like that 
for hand extinguishers of the same 
e. 
Wheeled units are generally pro- 
vided for coping with fires that are 
larger than the hands units can be 
expected to extinguish. They are 
also used where it is impractical 
to mount hand units, as in yards. 
They are valuable in extra hazard- 
ous locations, if doorways are wide 
enough to permit their passage 
from one room or section to an- 
other. Employees responsible for 
manning them in case of a fire 
emergency must be trained and 
practiced in handling wheeled ex- 
tinguishers, just as they must be 
for handling the smaller fire fight- 


ing devices. 


Pamp Tank Extinguishers 


Pump tanks contain water and 
are suitable for use on Class “A” 
fires (fires in ordinary combustible 
materials such as wood, paper, tex- 
tiles, etc., where the QUENCH- 
ING or COOLING effects of water 
or chemical solutions containing 
water are of first importance). 
These extinguishers are made in 
2% and 5-gallon sizes, weighing 
about 40 and 65 pounds, respec- 
tively. 

They are carried to the fire by

the top handle. The nozzle is held 
in one hand while the pump is 
operated with the other. They 
throw a stream of water a horizon- 
tal distance of 30 to 40 feet. The 
2%-gallon unit is discharged in 
about a minute; the 5-gallon unit 
in about two minutes. 


Maintenance 


Pump tanks may be protected 
from freezing by dissolving calcium 
chloride in the water, following 
standard tables for depressing the 
freezing point to any given temper- 
ature, or by using an anti-freeze 
charge especially prepared by man- 
ufacturers of these devices. Com-

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The case of workers who disregarded 
the fire alarm and met death. 








OME time ago, the sign of smoke in an industrial plant was reported 

to a foreman who found that the wooden inclosure surrounding a 

machine was burning. He ran to the basement and opened the main 
power switch thus cutting off all electric current from the building. 





Meanwhile, workers on the second floor had been warned to leave 
the building but they apparently did not take the warning very seriously, 
because there had preveiously been a number of false alarms of various 
kinds and considerable horseplay and fooling. Consequently there was 
some delay in leaving the building; two women even returned to their 
workplaces to get their handbags. Later, these women and one man 
were found dead near the head of a stairway leading to the ground floor. 





They were not burned but had been asphyxiated. 





Lessons Learned 


There are several lessons to be 
learned from this unfortunate oc- 
currence. One of them is that it is 
necessary to maintain discipline 
among industrial workers in order 
to eliminate the possibility of prac- 
tical jokes, false alarms, and fooling 
and horseplay in general, which are 


likely to result in serious trouble. 
Also, it is essential to conduct 
fire drills regularly so that all work- 
ers will know just what to do in 
case of fire. An important point 
here is to make sure that all work- 
ers become familiar with the loca- 
tion of emergency exits, and it is 
equally important to impress on 
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them the necessity for using the 
nearest exit, whether this may be 
one specially provided for emer- 
gencies or an ordinary stairway. 
(In the case referred to, the exits 
were satisfactory but the workers 
failed to use them.) 


Adequate Escapes 


Fire laws and underwriters’ regu- 
lations require adequate conven- 
iently located emergency exists and 
fire-escapes from buildings. These 
should be plainly marked by lights 
or signs or otherwise; the exit doors 
and windows should always be 
kept unlocked when the buildings 
are occupied (panic locks may be 
used on the doors); and the aisles, 
passageways, or halls leading to 
the exits should be kept well 
lighted and wholly free from ob- 


struction. 


Fall Instructions 


Fire drills should also include 
instruction in the correct use of 
portable extinguishers and other 
fire fighting appliances, an adequate 
supply of which should be provided 
in every plant. Many fires, if dis- 
covered while still small, can be 
controlled or extinguished by means 
of these first-aid appliances. 

However, generally speaking, it 
is advisable to summon the public 
fire department at once, and this 
always should be done in case of 
flashfires or explosions and when- 
ever fires have gained considerable 
headway before beirig discovered. 
(Correctly installed and properly 
maintained automatic-sprinkler sys- 
tems are strongly recommended for 
industrial plants. They go into ac- 
tion without delay when needed, 





and undoubtedly furnish the best 
protection available under nearly 
all circumstances.) 

An important precaution for 
amateur fire fighters is to avoid en- 
tering or remaining in an area 
where their escape may be cut off 
by flames, unless it seems necessary 
for them to risk their own lives in 
attempts to save others. Profes- 
sional firemen perhaps do not need 
this warning because they have 
been trained to avoid unnecessary 
hazard. 


Asphyxiation 


Finally, it should be remembered 
that the bodies of many victims of 
fire show no evidence of having 
been burned—as in the case cited. 
The usual cause of such fatalities 
is the inhalation of air that has 
been deprived of life-sustaining 
oxygen by the combustion process, 
or the breathing in of poisonous 
fumes or gases—carbon monoxide 
and others—that have been released 
by the same process. 


Fresh Air Important 
beings 


instinctively 
avoid, if possible, the flames and 
intense heat from fires and thus 
to this extent insure their own 
safety. However, they sometimes 
ignore or fail to realize or under- 
stand the serious hazard created by

smoke and invisible fumes—the 
suddenness with, which uncon- 
sciousness and death may be pro- 
duced by inhaling them. The lesson 
here is to get into fresh air im- 
mediately, and to remain in it if 
possible rather than to risk life by 
entering a dangerous area merely 


to try to save property. 
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WPB News 


All of the WPB Limitation 
Orders covering safety equipment 
and negrly all of the orders covering 
fire protective equipment have now 
been revoked. This refers to Fire 
Protective Equipment (L-39); Mo- 
torized Fire Apparatus (L-43); Fire 
Protective and Alarm Equipment 
(L-39); Automatic Sprinkler Equip- 
ment (L-39 and L-39a); Fire Win- 
dows (L-77); Fire Doors and Fire- 
Resistive Vault Doors (L-142); 
Safety Equipment (L-114). 

This does not mean that items 
which have been scarce will be 
available immediately because it 
will take some time for reconver- 
sion and to procure materials. As a 
matter of fact, control over the use 
of certain materials will continue to 
be exercised by Conservation Or- 
ders which are still in effect for all 
industries
